LOVERDE *s father was born in Italy, and arrived 
in the United States about 1901. He remained a citizen of 
Italy. He was illiterate, a butcher by occupation, and 
was in good health at the age of 70 in 1936. LOVERDE’s 
mother was born in Italy, and arrived in the United States 
in 1902, She had no education, and was a housewife and 
butcher by occupation. She was 65 years of age in 1936. 

LOVERDE was the fourth of five children born to 
his parents. He had two brothers and two sisters living, 
and one has been in prison. Two brothers served jail sen¬ 
tences for liquor violations. 

Personal Data 


LOVERDE was born in Chicago, Illinois, on Febru¬ 
ary 28, 1907. His religion was Catholic. His family 
moved within the City of Chicago during his childhood. He 
left home at the age of 27 to marry. He began school at 
six, and left at age 14 to go to work. He had experience 
in a meat market, and was employed in this capacity when 
arrested. He has not been in military service. He listed 
reading and attending movies as his chief form of recrea¬ 
tion. He smoked, but did not drink. 

LOVERDE was married at age of 27 to LOUISE TF.EHEE 
in March, 1934, in Chicago. He expects to reunite with her 
on his release. They did not haye children.
